TH A T in presenting to the house, 
at this time, a view of eur relations 
with Great-Baitain, it is deemed unne­ 
cessary to recite the caus&, which pro­ 
duced the war. 
The wrongs which thi 
United Mates had received from that 
power, fer a long series 
years, had al­ 
ready been laid before the public, and 
need not again be enumerated, they 
were too deeply felt te have been forgot 
ten, although they muy be forgiven by 
the American people. 
The United 
States have engaged th the w»r for th< 
sole purpose of vindicating their rightf 
and honor, that motive alone shonld ani­ 
mate them to its clese. 
It becomes a 
free and virtuous people to give at» 
useful example to the vorid. 
It is the 
duty of a representative government, to 
fender a faithful account of its conduct 
to iis constituents. 
A just sensibility 
to great and unprotoked Wrorjgs and in­ 
dignities will justify an appeal to arms, 
an honorable reparation should restore 
tiie blessings of peace) every slep 
which they take, should be guided by a 
sacred regard to primiple. 


To form a correct estimate of the du­ 
ties which the United States have to 
perform, it is necessary to take a view 
ot the communications,which have pass­ 
ed between the Executive dfthe United 
butes and the British government since 
the declaration of war. 
Such a view, 
the committee is persuaded, will shew 
distinctly the existing ground of contro­ 
versy between the two nations, and the 
indispensable obligation on the United 
States to maintain it. 


Your committee has seen with much 
satisfaction that at the moment of the 
declaration of war, the attention of the 
Executive was engaged in an effort to 
bring it to a speedy and honorable ter­ 
mination. 
As early as the 26th ol June 
last, the Charge des affairs of the Unit­ 
ed States at London was instructed to 
propose to the British government an 
armistice, to take iiwmediate^ffect, on 
conditions which it is believed the im­ 
partial world will consider safe, honora­ 
ble and advantageous to Great-Britain. 
They were few in number, and limited 
to positive wrongs daily practised. That 
the orders in council shonld be repeal­ 
ed, and that our flag should protect our 
seamen, were the only indispensable 
conditions insisted on. 
Other wrongs, 
however great, were postponed for a- 
micable negociation. 
As an induce­ 
ment to the British government to for­ 
bear these wrongs, it was proposed to 
repeal the non-importation law, and to 
prohibit the etupioyipent of British sea 
men, in the public and private vessels 
of the U nited'States ; particular care

Although Lord Castlereagh professed a 
wiUingne«« in his government to re­ 
ceive and discuss amicably, any propo- 
having in view eithef to check 
in the practise of impressment, or 
provide a substitute to it, he hot only 
declined entering into a negociation for 
the purpose, but discounteranced the 
expectation that any substitute could be 
proposed, which his government would 
accept.—i t merits notice also, though it 
ceased to be a cause $f surprize, that in 
the communication o f Admiral W arren 
to the Department of State, the subject 
of impressment was not etes» alluded to.

be made in a form as conciliatory^ as 
they were amicable in substance. 


Your committee cannot avoid ex­ 
pressing their astonishment at the man­ 
ner in which it was received, 
it was 
not sufficient to reject tho proposed ai 
mistice -, term s of peculiar reproach 
and insult were adopted to make the re­ 
jection offensive. 


It happened, that almost on the same 
day, in which the United States, after 
having been worn out with accumulates 
wrongs, had resorted to the last and only 
remaining honorable alternative in sup­ 
port of their rights, the British govern­ 
ment had repealed, conditionally, its 
orders in council.—That measure was 
uaexpected, because every application 
foi it had failed, although repeated to 
the very moment it was decided on— 
Conditional as the repeal was, it was 
admitted to have rem o/ed a great ob­ 
stacle to accommodation. 


The other only remained ; the prac­ 
tice of impressment.— It was proposed 
^to the British government to open un 
amicable négociation to 
provide a 
substitute to it, wWch should be con­ 
sidered an ample equivalent. The sub 
iiitute proposed was defined, and of a 
cn*ractcr so comprehensive, as to have 
renniV df «s was presumed} every pos­ 
sible objection to an accommodation.— 
The proposition before made to exclude 
British seamen from our service was 
enlarged, so as to comprehend all native 
British subjects not already naturalized 
or entitled to naturalization wader , the 


Had the E x e c u tif consented to mi 
armistice, on lhe repeal of the orders in 
council, without a satisfactory provision 
against itèpressment, or a clear and 
distinct understanding with the British 
government to that effect, in some mode 
entitled td confidence, your committee 
would Botihav« hesitated to disapprove it. 


The impressment of our seamen be­ 
ing deservedly considered a principal 
cause ol the war, the war ought to be 
prosecuted until that cause was remov­ 
ed— To appeal to arms in defence of a 
right, and to lay them down without se­ 
curing It, on a satisfactory evidence of a 
good disposition in the opposite,party to 
secure it, would be considered in no 
other light, than a relinquishment of it 
To attempt to negociate afterwards, 
for the security of such right, in the 
expectation that any of the arguments, 
which have been urged before the*de* 
claration of War and been rejected, 
would have more weight, after that ex­ 
periment had been made in vain, would 
be an act of folly which would not fail 
to expose us to the scorn and derision 
of the British nation, and of the world. 


On the full view therefore of, the 
conduct of thè Exeoutive in its trans­ 
actions with the British government 
since the declaration ol war, the com­ 
mittee consider it their duty to express 
their entire approbation of it. 
They 
perceive in it a firm resolution to sup­ 
port the rights and hoiior of their coun­ 
try, with a sincere ahd commendable 
disposition to promote peace, tm such 
just and honorable conditions as the 
United States may with safety accept. 
é It remains therefore for the United 
States to take their final attitude with 
Great-Britain, and to maintain it with 
consistency, and with unshaken firm­ 
ness and constancy. 


The manner in which the friendly 
advances and liberal propositions ol the 
Executive have been received by the 
British government has in a gicat 
measure extinguished the hope of 
amicable accommodation. 
It it, how­ 
ever possible that the British govern- 
menty, after instructing Adibirai W ar­ 
ren, to communicate to the department 
of State the repeal of the orders in coun­ 
cil, may have declined the arrangement 
proposed by Mr. Russell in the expec­ 
tation that that meature would hav« 
been satisfactory to tho United States 
Be thhi as it may, your committee cou- 
siderHt the duty of this House to ex­ 
plain to its constituents, the remaini* g 
cause of controversy, the precise natuie 
of that cause, and the high obligation 
which it imposts. 


I*rom wbat has been stated, it appeal > 
ihat however great the sensibility to 
other wrongs, the impressment of out 
seamen, was that alone, whicHTprevent­ 
e d an armistice, and in all probability 
an accommodation. 
Had that grfeat in­ 
terest been arranged in a satisfactory 
manner, the President was willing t 
rely on the intrinsic justice of otbei 
claims, and the amicable spirit in whicn 
the négociation would have been enter 
ed into, for satisfaction in their favor 
Great-Britain claims a rig ^ ^ p impress 
her own seamen and to exercise - it in 
American vessels. 
In the practice 
British cruisers impress American citi­ 
zens and from the nature of things, n is 
impossible that that abuse should not 
be carried to gjeat extent. 
A subal­ 
tern, or any other officer of the British 
navy, ought not to be the arbiter in 
such a case. 
The liberty and lives of 
American citizens ought not to depend 
on the will of such a party. 


The British government has insisted 
that every American citiseli should car- 
ry witli him tho evidence of hi* cki»co-

Is it not mo/e consistent with 
every idea both of public as wtfll as prU 
vate right, mat the party sotting up a 
claim to juiy interest, w hither it be y> 
persons or property, shtftfid ‘prove hit 
right ? What would be tne conduct of 
Great-Biitain under similar circum­ 
stances ? Would she permit the public 
ship of any other power, disiegardiitg 
the rights of their flag, to enter on board 
her merchant vessels, take fron. tf.ens 
such pait of their ctew»,a* thjpiboarduig 
officers thought fit, ottcn her own sub­ 
jects, exposing by means theieU theii1 
vessels to destuction i Would the 
uf- 
fer such an usui pat on to vdeii e any 
sanction from hei patient {$< becom e f 
With the British claim to impiess 
British seamen, the United Mates have 
no right to interfere provided it be in * 
British vessels or in ¿ny other than those 
of the United States. 
That Atnet u.an' 
citizens should be exempted from its 
operation, is all that they demand— 
Experience has shewn that this cannot 
be secured otherwise, than by the \es- 
sd in which they sail. 
Take f ora A- 
merican citizens this barrier, which 
ought to be held sacred, aitd there is 
nothing to protect them Jgainst tho 
rapacious grasp of the British navy___ 
This then is the extent of ti e demut.d 
of the United States, a demand ho just 
in itself, so consistent and inseparable 
from their rights as an itytiependent1 
nation, that it has b een /a c&usc of 
astonishment, 
that itillio u ld ever 
have been called in *qu; sttan, 
Tho 
foundation o£the 1 riibh clai < is, that 
British seamen find employment in tho 
service of the United States ; this is 
represented as an evil affecting esseti* 
tially the great interests of tt{e British 
nation. 
This complaint would have 
more weight if sanctioned by the Bri­ 
tish example. 
It is known o|t tne con­ 
trary, that it is in direct repugnance to 
it. 
Great Britain does not scruple to 
receive into her servicl all who enter 
into it voluntarily. If she confined her­ 
self within that limit, the present con­ 
troversy would not exist. 
Heretofore 
the subjects of even the most despotio 
< 
powers have been left at liberty to pur­ 
sue their own happiness, by honest in­ 
dustry, wberevei their inclination led 
them —T he British government re­ 
fuses to its seamen that privilege.—Let 
not this, then, be a ground ot contro­ 
versy with that nation. 
L et it be dis­ 
tinctly understood- that in case an ar­ 
rangement should be made between 
•he two nations, w-i reby each should 
exclude from its service the citizens 
and subjects of the other, on the princi­ 
ples and conditions above stated, that 
this House will be prepared, so far as 
depends on it, to give it effect« and for 
that purpose to enact 'laws, wil% 
regulations and penalties as wiUWggle* 
quate. 
W’ith this pledge, it is not per­ 
ceived on what ground the British go- 
\ ernraent can persist in its claim ? if 
British seajnea are excluded from the 
•»ervice of the United Staes, as may bo 
vffectually done, the foundation of the 
claim must cease 
W hen it is known 
ihat not one British seaman could be 
found on board American vessels, *it 
would be absurd to u/ ge.that fact 
a 
motive for such iropresgpent.

bulletin states, that a French brigade 
of upwards of 3000 men, and 300 
horse, missed its way on the night of 
the 27th of November, near BorisoW, 
and Were taken prisoners by the Rus 
sians. t)n tho 28th an action was fought 
at Borisow, which termi.nitcd i«# favor of 
die French. 
6000 Russlaij5 were taken 
p ris^rrs. 
The Duke of Reggio was 
wounded. 
The first convoy from W il­ 
na arrived N'ov 30, with supplies ; arid 
f .ic army was resting ft ont its fatignc 
fn all the movements of the army in it* 
retreat, the Ei’ipcror had marched in 
the midst of hii gu it€s ; “ atid (adds the 
bnlKtin) his i.-ajcs'y was orver better.’*

What numbers must have 
fallen during a retreat of twenty days ; 
that is, from the LTith of Nov te the .Td 
of December? Not a word is said of 
tlie position of the Russian army ir< pur­ 
suit, nor of others who fio.n the ec- 
counts we have published, were be­ 
tween W'ilna und tho grand army — 
Without cavaUVi 
Napoleon 
had ¿5 
leagues, or 75 miles to march, before 
he could reach Wilna. 
In this situa­ 
tion, what is to prevent the Russian 
general from throwing a strong body of 
cavalry in his front, and destroying the 
bridges, provisions, &c. ? 


“ The want of good maps, prevents 
u6 from tracting the pfogress of the 
Frtnch army ; from those we have, wc 
take the distance from Smolensk to 
Wilna to be about 230 miles, so that 
Bonaparte had progressed about 135 
miles in 16 days, as will be seen by re­ 
ferring to a Paris itrticle of he Uth 
December. 
Without expressing any 
wisJi upon the subject,we ihànk it must 
be admiited that the grand army was 
not out o danger. 


“ The French papers contain very 
full details of the opentit.ns in Spain ; 
they say that the allied army left 340Q 
sick in Salamanca, of which 1700 were 
British.

rest until he had advanced tho principal. 
Mr. P. said, he knew very well the ad­ 
vantages that those banks derived from 
the government from thcir deposits, and 
he believed that duiing ihu last year the 
deposits of public money was nearly 
equal to tha whole amount of treasury 
notes issued— That he had on a former 
occasion introduced a resolution to au­ 
thorise and direct the secretary of the 
treasury, lo deposit the money belong­ 
ing* to the United States, in such banks 
a« would gi\e the most for that privi­ 
lege ; but the resolution was referred 
to a commiUee, and that was the last he 
had heard of it. 
He said, in looking at 
tho repott from the treasury depart­ 
ment, of the n>oncy borrowetl the last 
year, he found that the three banks in 
the state he represented, and in which 
the money belonging to the government 
of the United States collected or bor- 
low edinihat state, was deposited, had 
loaned to the government eighty thou­ 
sand dollars for six per cent stock. He 
said he believed that those banks had at 
all times that sum, and frequently much 
more of the governfnent money in their 
vaults ; the consequenee was, if the fact 
was correct, that the govermnent was 
paying those banks an iiite est on that 
amount, for their own money. 


Mr. P. said, his objcct had been to 
show, that il this bill passed, it would 
extend the patronage of the treasury

department, already too extensive, to 
cert£i*n banks, aud

lucliiding expnnccs, of perhaps ten or 
twelve per co.»t. when they could get 
lUe money for six por ccnt. the answer 
is, that the minority want the govern­ 
ment to tax the people and thus lo make 
the administruDon und ruling party un­ 
popular.« Mr. p. .said, that it was not u 
fact, as it rc^çected him. It would cost 
his constituents too much: it was pay­ 
ing moie lor their populaiily,thun it was 
worth. 
He said he voted ior the loan 
the last year, although he did not vote 
for any of the expenses, in hopes th.a it

P. said, he was in Congress at the 
commcncemcnt of Mr. Adams’ adminis­ 
tration. 
Energy was said tfien to be 
the order of the day. 
The majority 
w«re then in favor of ón army, a navy, 
war, loans, taxes, salaries, 
and pa­ 
tronage : they were then opposed by a 
powerful minority, composed of such 
men as Mr. John Nicholas, and the laté 
Mr. Venable, of Virginia, and a gentle­ 
man now a member of this house, Mr. 
Macon, who were then tho friends of 
pea e and economy, and in debate and 
by their votes, opposed to arm ), navy, 
loan and tax bills, to high salaiiei, exe­ 
cutive patronage, and for restraining 
and confining appjopriations to tlus 
particular purposecs for which they 
wore made. IU said those principles 
accorded very much with his own views 
and feelings. 
Finding himself very 
unpleasantly situated, as is commonly 
tne case with those who in party times, 
cannot go all lengths on either side, 
for alti oagh he approved of some of 
tho measures of tbe administration, he 
was obliged to vote against many of 
them, he did not wish to vote against 
the opinion ef his constituents, nor 
could he vole against his own judg­ 
ment.

Mr. p. said, he had often heard it 
uinjusily observed to be a federal doc- 
t rinc,that a national debt was not only a 
bond of union, but a very great national 
blessing. 
He said If that principle 
was corrcct, we shall have nothing to 
apprehend or even in the least to alarm 
our fears about a seperation or a disso­ 
lution of the Union, and the time was 
not far disan*, when in proportion to 
the time wc had existed as a nation and 
our ability to pay, we should be able to 
with any naiion on earth ui ihat kind 
íájt^iness.
